Organization  work  in  connection  with 
tho  Missouri  lntcrcollcgiato  Qleo  Club 
Association,  recently  formed,  is  pro¬ 
gressing  rapidly,  according  to  Mr. 
Gardner,  director  of  tho  College  Con¬ 
servatory  of  Music.  Mr.  Gardner  is 
secretary-treasurer  of  tho  organization, 
which  is  composed  of  colleges  of  Mis¬ 
souri. 

Thirteen  Missouri  colleges  now  hold 
membership  in  tho  association,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  bulletin  sent  out  yesterday 
from  Mr.  Gardner’s  office.  Tho  mem¬ 
ber  schools  arc:  Central  College,  Fay¬ 
ette;  Central  Wcsloyan  College,  War- 
renton;  Missouri  Valley  College,  Mar¬ 
shall;  Missouri  Wesleyan  College,  Cam¬ 
eron;  Park  College,  Parkville;  South¬ 
east  Missouri  State  Teachers  College, 
Capo  Girardeau;  Northeast  Missouri 
Stato  Teachers  .College,  Kirlcsville; 
ville;  Northwest  Missouri  Stato  Teach¬ 
ers  College,  Maryville;  Central  Missouri 
State  Touchers  College,  Warrensburg; 
Tarkio  College,  Tarkio;  Westminister 
College,  Fulton;  and  William  Jew'elll 
,,  College.  Liberty. 

Leslie  1?.  Putnam  of  Central  College 
is  president  of  tho  organization,  and 
Eoy  Magors  of  Park  College  is  the 
vice-president.  The  executive  commit¬ 
tee  is  mado  up  of  tho  officers. 

The  purpose  of  the  stato  organization 
is  to  foster  gleo  club  work  in  tho  col¬ 
leges  of  Missouri.  Tho  association  is 
affiliated  with  the  Missouri  Valley  Gleo 
Club  Association.  It  has  a  definite 
set  of  rules  concerning  entrance,  and 
students  taking  part  in  contests  must 
moot  rigid  eligibility  requirements. 

A-  digest  of  tho  rules  follows: 

Only  bonifidc  undergraduate  stu¬ 
dents  who  liavo  not  taken  a  first  de¬ 
gree  and  who  arc  carrying  at  least 
twelve  hours  of  work  towards  a  de¬ 
gree  may  appear  in  a  competition. 

Clubs  are  to  sing  with  a  maximum 
of  thirty  members  under  a  student  lead¬ 
er. 

Each  competing  club  to  present  three 
numbers;  a  prize  song,  selected  by  the 
Intorcollegiate  Music  Council,  a  choice 
selection  of  their  own  choico  and  a  col¬ 
lege  song  of  their  own  choice. 

Schools  to  register  choice  song  with 
Missouri  Stato  Association  and  in  case 
of  conflict,  school  registering  a  number 
first  will  have  prior  rights. 

Contest  of  tho  Missouri  State  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Glee  Club  Association  to  be 
held  in  advance  of  tho  Missouri  Valley 
Contest  and  the  winner  of  tho  stato 
contest  shall '  becomo  a  competitor  in 
the  Missouri  Valley  Contest:  in  case 
tlioy  win  tho  Valley  Contest  they  shall 
become  tho  representative  of  tho  Valley 
Association  at  tho  National  Contest  of 
tho  Intorcollegiato  Music  Council. 

Tho  Missouri  Stato  Intorcollogiato 
Glee  Club  Contest  Association  shall  be 
ontitled  to  ono  membership  ns  an  as¬ 
sociation  in  tho  Missouri  Valley  Intor¬ 
collogiato  Glee  Club  Contest  Association 
and  shall  appoint  in  whatever  manner 
they  may  determine,  a  delegate  to  all 
meotings  of  tho  Valley  Association 
which  dolegato  shall  lmvo  ono  vote. 

Each  mombor  Glee  Club  of  tho  Mis¬ 
souri  Stato  Intorcollegiato  Gloo  Club 
Contest  Association  shall  pay  its  own 
oxponsos  to  all  contests  but  shall  re- 
coivo  back  from  tho  rocoipts  of  the 
contest  its  prorata  slinro  of  any  sur¬ 
plus  after  local  expenses  lmvo  boon 
paid,  in  accordance  with  tho  numbor 
of  miles  tfnvolod  by  each  club. 

It  was  rocommondod  that  onch  mem¬ 
ber  pay  into  tho  troasurory  of  tho  Stato 
Association  $10.00  por  year  to  bo  usod 
by  tho  officors  of  tho  Stato  Association 
in  mooting  routlno  oxponsos  such  ns 
printing,  postage,  tolophono  calls,  tolo- 
grams,  otc.  It  was  also  recommended 
that  oaeh  mombor  club  or  tho  nlumni 
(of  tho  collcgo  roprosontod  by  thorn, 
subscribe  a  small  sum  to  establish  a 
ponnanont  trophy  cup  omblomatio  of 
tho  stato  championship,  to  bo  compotod 
for  onch  year,  and  returned  until  won 
for  throo  succossivo  yoars  by  ono  club; 
and  also  a  small  individual  trophy  cup 
to  becomo  tho  porsonnl  proporty  of  tho 
club  which  for  any  yoar  wins  tho  cham¬ 
pionship.

Burdette  Yeo  and  Fred  Street  Uphold 
Negative  of  Question  on  McNary- 
Haugen  Bill. — Decision  of  Judges  2 
to  1. 

Tho  College  debating  team,  composed 
of  Burdcttco  Yeo  and  Fred  Street,  won 
a  fine  victory ‘this  morning  over  the 
team  from  Central  College,  Fayette. 
Tho  McNnry-lIaugen  bill  wos  tho  sub¬ 
ject  of  debate,  nnd  it  was  well  argued 
from  both  sides.  The  decision  of  the 
judges  was  2  to  1  for  tho  Maryville 
team. 

The  debate  was  held  at  tho  regular 
nssombly  hour,  and  it  lasted  until  well 
in  the  11  o’clock  period.  eBforo  the 
debaters  wero  announced,  Mr.  Foster, 
chairman  of  the  fnculty  council,  made 
a  number  of  announcements. 

Mr.  Wallin,  former  coach  of_  debate 
at  tho  College,  acted  as  chairman  of 
tho  debate  this  morning.  Tho  time- 
keopers  sat  on  tho  front  row  and  rose 
when  a  speaker  lmd  reached  the  end 
of  his  time  allotment. 

Tho  debate  wag  an  interesting  af¬ 
fair.  All  four  of  tho  speakers  pre¬ 
sented  their  arguments  forcefully,  and 
tho  audience  was  in  doubt  as  to  tho 
outcome  until  tho  decision  of  tho  judges 
was  announced.  The  judges  wore: 
Hubert  Garrett,  superintendent  of 
schools  at  Quitman;  Miss  Essio  Ward, 
a  King  City  .attorney;  and  Miss  Fran¬ 
ces  Brown,  teacher  of  public  speqking 
at  Palmpr  College,  Albany. 

Foreign  Competition^  Cited 
In  presenting  tho  opening  arguments 
for  tho  affirmative,  Bidstrup,  traced 
the  history  of  the  McNary-IIaugcn 
bill  through  its  passago  by  Congress 
and  veto  by  President  Coolidgc.  Ho 
stressed  tho  fact  that  the  President 
recognized  a  certain  need  in  his  veto 
message. 

Bidstrup  pointed  out  that  the  Amer¬ 
ican  farmer  is  thrown  into  competi¬ 
tion  with  foreign  production,  with 
which  ho  cannot  successfully  compete, 
lie  spoke  of  Canada  as  virgin  land 
and  of  tho  United  States  as  a  place 
whoro  land  is  worn  out  by  much  culti- 
i  vation.  He  also  told  of  tho  contrast 
botweon  cheap  labor  in  Argentina  and 
India  as  compared  to  that  of  this 
country. 

"Wo  liavo  a  gernt  over-production 
of  basic  products  in  tho  United  States 
and  our  elevators  will  not  pay  more 
than  tho  world  price  for  our  surplus. 
Thcro  nre  two  solutions:  Eliminate 
or  control  the  surplus,"  ho  said. 

Then  ho  explained  that  America’s 
trndo  balance  depends  on  a  surplus 
of  agricultural  products,  and  that  on¬ 
ly  by  tho  principles  of  tho  McNnry- 
Haugen  or  a  kindred  bill  can  a  con¬ 
trol  bo  established.  ■  ' 

Constitutionally  Upheld 
The  second  speaker  on  tho  affirma¬ 
tive  carried  on  Bidstrup ’s  argument, 
stressing  tho  fact  that  tho  principle 
of  co-operation  laid  down  by  tho  bill 
is  not  now,  that  there  is  a  lack  of 
unity,  strongth,  nnd  interest  in  co-op- 
erativos  in  tho  Unitod  States,  ndn  that 
tho  principles  of  tho  McNary-Hnugon 
bill  have  not  nnd  cannot  bo  pronounc¬ 
ed  unconstitutional.

COLLEGE  OATH 

“We  will  never  bring  disgraco  to  this,  our  College,  by  any  act  of  coward¬ 
ice  or  dishonesty.  Wo  will  fight  for  the  ideals  and  sacred  things  of  the 
Collogc.  Wo  will  revere  and  obey  tho  College  laws  and  do  our  best  to  in¬ 
cite  a  liko  respect  and  reverence  in  others.  We  will  transmit  this  College 
to  those  who  come  after  us,  greater,  bettor  and  more  bcatiful  than  it  was 
transmitted  to  us.” 

Wherforc  is  there  a  'price  in  the  hand  of  a  fool  to  get 
wisdom,  seeing  he  hath  no  heart  to  it? — Proverbs  xvii,  16. 

The  seat  of  culture  is  the  skull,  and  not  the  school.  Simple  enough 
the  saying  is,  scarce  calling  for  proof.  Yet  many  there  be  who 
ignore  it.  . 

School  is  an  admirable  convenience.  Yet  at  best  it  is  but  a  place 
where  one  may  educate  himself,  if  he  choose.  Or  rather,  it  is  where 
one  may  begin  educating  himself.  For  education  is  a  continuing 
process  as  long  as  the  brain  fibre  holds  out  to  burn. 

The  delusion  lurks  about  that  schooling  and  bookishness  is  brain¬ 
power.  There  is  little  enough  in  it,  but  yet  enough  to  account  for 
much  that  is  wrong  and  much  that  gets  wrong  with  schools  of  in¬ 
dividuals. 

We  can’t  get  on  without  schools.  Nobody  in  his  sense  would 
have  us  try.  And  books  are  even  more  indispensable.  ‘  Without 
them  each  age  would  have  to  start  afresh,  unlettered  and  unled. 

'  Books  gather  up  the  deeds  and  the  .aspirations  of  the  past  for  our 
instruction  and  admonition.  So  may  we  begin  where  philosophers 
and  statesmen  left  off  and  build  with  a  sureness  born  of  their  tra¬ 
vail. 

But  slavery  to  books  begets  slavishness  only.  It  binds  one  to 
the  doorpost  of  wisdom’s  house,  yet  denies  him  a  place  in  the  house¬ 
hold  of  the  wise. 

And  whoso  goes  to  school  as  to  a  warehouse  where  he  may  be 
laden  with  learning  in  so  long  a  time  goes  on  a  fool’s  errand  and 
will  receive  a  fool’s  burden  for  his  pains.  . 

Bigger  than  the  book — if  we  except  the  Book  of  Books — is  the 
man  who  reads  it.  Bigger  than  the  school  is  he  who  presides  over  it. 

Books  are  the  tools  and  the  school  is  the  shop.  Except  as  the 
’prentices  learn  there  the  will  to  learn,  both  they  and  the  master  of 
the  shop  labor  in  vain. 

The  teacher  guides  his  pupil.  But  he  can  not  carry  him.  Hand- 
in-hand  they  set  out  to  come  at  the  truth,  the  teacher  a' little  way  in 
front,  to  be  sure,  because  he  has  been  that  way  before.  But  every 
man  must  make  his  own  footing  and  stand  in  his  own  tracks. 

Truth  is  wonderfully  alluring  and  wonderfully  discouraging. 

It  challenges  and  it  flees  away.  It  startles  us  with  the  suddenness 

of  its  secretiveness.  The  curiosity  to  seek  it,  and  the  courage  to 

of  its  secretiveness.  Teh  curiosity  to  seek  it,  and  the  courage  to 

face  it  when  haply  it  is  found — herein  is  the  stuff  to  make  learning 
of.  And  the  greatest  of  these  is  courage.
